ETROGRAD, June 13.—What 

makes it worse for the Teutons 
is that the prisoners are not 
actually three army corps which 
suffered disaster, but the equivalent 
in number to three corps captured 
in large batches over 300 miles of 
front.

CARRANZA ISSUES 
ELECTION DECREE.

MEXICO CITY, June 13.—Mu- 
niéipal elections will be held 
throughout the Mexican republic on 
the first Sunday in September, ac- 
cording to a decree issued today by 
Gen. ' Carranza, who says the pre- 
constitutional period in the revolu- 
tion has reached a stage justifying 
such a step.

RAILWAY CONFAB 
PROVES FAILURE 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Although 
the conference between representa- 
tives of the railroads of the coun- 
try and their employees technically 
is still in session, spokesmen for 
both sides declared tonight that the 
negotiations intended to avert a gen- 
eral strike have failed. The con- 
ference, they state, will in all prob- 
ability break up tomorrow when the 
railroads finish the explanation of 
their “contingent” or counter-pro- 
posal to meet the demands of th 
men. 

The failure of the conference does 
not mean that a general strike of 
the 360,000 railroad men affected 
will immediately follow, both the 
lroad men and managers say. The 
result of the conference must first 
be reported to the men. A strike 
vote will follow and if the strike is 
authorized, the workers will then re- 
new their demands. Only in the 
event of another failure to agree, 
efther through compromise or ar- 
bitration would the strike order be- 
come effective. 

DEMANDS OF THE MEN. 

The demands of the men include 
an eight-hour day, time and a half 
for overtime, and the retention of 

methods of double com- 
pensation for different forms of la- 
bor. The “contingent” proposition 
of the railroads, while granting the 
shorter work day and increased 
overtime, excludes the double com- 
pensation feature. It is the latter 
fact that has caused the apparent 
disruption of the conference. 

It was expected the conference 
would be finished today; but the 
questions asked by the men regard- 
ing the rai'roads’ counter-proposi- 
tion required such complicated an- 
swers that a further adjournment 
was taken until tomorrow. 

W. G. Lee, president of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Trainmeén, took 
his seat at the conference table to- 
day for the first time. He tried at 
first to smooth out the situation, but 
when he fully understood the rall- 
road’s stand he became as irrecon- 
cilable as his fellows. 

PLEA OF WHEELER. 

H. A. Wheeler, vice-president of 
the Union Trust Company of Chi- 
cago, and chairman of the rallroad 
situation committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
was introduced at the close of the 
session. He pleaded for an amica- 
ble settlement of the dispute and 
deciared his committee was work- 

to prevent a general strike.

Los Angeles—W ork on New 
Piant to Start at Once 
on Vernon Site. 


A new industry in the shape of 
a cotton seed oil mill will be added 
at once to the long and varied list 


of manufacturing enterprises already 
boasted by Los Angeles. The plant 
will be erected by the recently-in- 
corporated California Food Products 
Company and will occupy a portion 
of a large site at Fifty-second street 
and Santa Fe avenue, in the Vernon 
district. 

Pians for the two buildings of 
the factory have just been completed 
by Henry Edgar Bean, a local en- 
gineer, and construction bids are 
now being taken. One of the struc- 
tures will in all probability be started 
this week. The buildings will be 
of reinforced concrete and steel and 
will be absolutely fireproof. 

The first building will cover a 
ground area of 60x150 feet and will 
be two stories in height. The sec- 
ond will be 70x150 and three stories 
high. The plans embody the most 
modern ideas of factory construc- 
tion and are to be equipped with 
costly machinery.

CITRUS STATION. 


RIVERSIDE FIRM’S TO BUILD 
EXPERIMENTAD PLANT. 


Five Companies Compete for Big 
Job for University of California, 
Which is to Supply Facilities for 
Exhaustive Study of the Piant 
Life of California. 


The contract for the building of 
the new citrus experiment station 
of the University of California at 
Riverside was let yesterday to the 
Cresmer Contracting Company of 
California, whose bid was $119,500. 
The only other contracting company 
that came within the $125,000 re- 
quirement of the appropriation was 
the Handcock Waldman Company. 
also of Riverside. Three other firms 
bid for the work, but all were more 
than $10,000 over the amount de- 
fined in the specifications. 

The new station was planned by 
L. H. Hibbard and H. B. Cody, 
architects. The present experiment 
station at Riverside has long been 
regarded as inadequate to the needs 
of the comprehensive work under- 
taken by the University of Califor- 
nia. The old site and buildings at 
the foot of Mt. Rubidoux will be 
abandoned upon the comp'’etion of 
the new station. The present ex- 
perimental station has but a few 
acres of ground. while the new site 
embraces an entire section of fertile 
land. 

The land on which the new bulld- 
ings will be erected lies just outside 
of the city limits of Riverside and 
to the east on what is known as the 
ol4 Box Springs road, now a part 
of the State highway system, and 
was acquired in several purchases 
several years ago. 

The plans call. for three main 
buildings, residences, barns, shops, 
garages, greenhouses and efficient 

ropagating plants. One of the main 
buildings will contain a considerable 
library, the offices, index system and 
other necessary office fixtures, and 
will be joined to the other build- 
ings by beautiful arcades. The en- 
tire group of buildings have been 
planned to harmonize. The build- 
ings will be substantial, the wall be- 
ing built out of hollow tiling. The 
interior equipment will be the most 
modern that can be procured. 

The new station will contain fa- 
cllities for research into the plant 
life of this State and will prove of 
inestimable value to the residents of 
the Southland. Work of construc- 
tion will be started at once and 
pushed to completion before the first 
of the coming year.

CITY ENGINEER. 


Graft Investigators are Gentle 
with Higher-ups. 


But Inspectors will Inspect 
Under New Direction.’ 


Report Withheld Pending the 
Return of Wheeler. 


The report of the Public Works 
Comnilittee of the Council and the 
Board of Public Wcrks on the re- 
cent hearing of the charges of graft 
and mismanagement in connection 
with the street inspection depart- 
ment was not prepared yesterday, 
and Chairman Topham announced 
that no report will be made to the 
Council until the return of Council- 
man Wheeler, who is spending the 
week along the aqueduct. In the 
meantime, . however, the tentative 
Graft of the report will be made in 
such form as to exonerate City En- 
gipeer Hamlin from all responsi- 
bility for the conduct of the inspec- 
tion forces in his office, while, at the 
same time, the report will likely 
recommend, in careful terms, that 
the inspection division be taken en- 
tirely from the jurisdiction of the 
City Engineer's office and placed un- 
der the Board of Public Works. 

NO OPEN PROTEST. 


Although City Engineer Hamlin 
is decidedly opposed to this change 
in jurisdiction, which he regards as 
a refiection upon his administration 
of the office, it is not thought likely 
that any open protest will be made.
